The Campus Services Building/Temporary 


Classrooms 

This building, to be located at the Southwest 
corner of campus, will be the new home of 
Campus Services. 

Initially, it will serve as a classroom building 
while renovations to Titchener Hall are under- 
way. Ultimately, the facility will be transitioned 
into a campus services center which will include 
the printshop, mailroom. purchasing, receiv- 
ing, and maintenance. 

New and expanded parking areas will be 
located in the area of the building. 


Titchener Hall 

The exterior and lobby areas of Titchener will 
be completely remodeled. Since over two thirds 
of all BCC alumni have taken classes at one 
point or another in Titchener Hall, we are 
pleased to note that after the newest renova- 
tions, the “temperature extremes” and the
